HAIFA. Wednesday. — Found 
guilty of attempted murder, 
Fara} Halil Hakrani, 21, of 


Nazareth was sentenced to se- 
ven vears imprisonment by 
Judge M. Etzioni in the Dis- 
trict Cour: today. 

The prosecution charged 
that Hakrani oroke into the 
fat of Police constable B

here on July 23, knife in hand, 
im an aoparent burg_ary 
cttemot. Mr. Piskurz feigned 
siceep and when Hakrani 
approached his bed, jumped 
on him, felling him after a 
struggle.

TEL, AVIV, Wednesday + Feel- 
ing ran high today with the 
opening of the murder trial of 
the twe Karebelnik brothers in 
the Magistrates Court here. The 
accused entered the court- 
house under the protection of a 
heavy police guard. Members 
of the family of the victim, 
Nissim Levi. including iis 
widow, attempted to attack the 
Karobeiniks outside the build- 
ing. 

Following today’s session, the 
dead man’s family and a num- 
ber of other persons attacked 
the elderly mother of the de- 
fendants ar she was leaving 
the courthouse. She took re- 
fuge im the Cooperative Re- 
staurant at the corner of Allen- 
Yebuda Halevy. The 
pursuers besieged the restaur- 
ant, but police managed to 
smuggle her out through a 
side-door. 

The brothers are charged 
with having beaten to death 
a workman (Levi), whom they 
claim te have mistakén for «a 
chicken thief.

Aviv one day—a real busi- 
ness centre with many-storied 
buildings all devoted to offices 
where nobody wil] be allowed 
to sleep at night. 


Tel Aviv may also have «& 
port — a genuine port, with 
ships lying along quays. There 
may be a railway line passing 
through the town, making «4 
trip to Haifa or Jerusalem a 
luxury ride with no time apent 
on buses. Large parks would 
relieve the stifling monotony 
of residential quarters. New 
streets must be cut across the 
town to make communication 
possible. Tel Aviv should one 
day become a modelof a town, 
iji— 

Pessimists say that Tel Aviv 
should be completely rebuilt 
to make it fit for normal life 
Mr Haim Levanon, Deputy 
Mayor and head of the Tech- 
nical department of the Muni- 
cipality, will not be defeated. 
Old mistakes can be repaired, 
to a point, he says. An author- 
tty on town planning. an Ame- 
rican, is coming here next 
month for a two years’ study 
of conditions, A house ls being 
built for him, and he is bring- 
ing his furniture with him. He 
will have to propose an over- 
all plan for Greater Tel Aviv, 
but before anything is begun 
he will have to draw up plans 
for the open space in the 
south of Jaffa and the neigh- 
bourhood of the Hatikva quar- 
ter. The area north of the Yar- 
kon River must be attended 
to. also. The plans which hed 
been drawn up for the area 
have proved unsatisfactory and

The Municipality 
would have a certain part of 
the area reserved for parks 
and public buildings, and 
would like to do i so that 
holders of small plots do not 
suffer in the . re-parceliation. 


Plans for Railway 


A technical committee is 
now studying the advisability 
of turning the commercial 
quarter around Rehov Herd 
and Allenby Road into a City.

Planning was only a minor 
part of the problem, Mr. Le- 
vanon said.
